(339) is not disclosed as capable of use with a king pin. McCullum does not teach a 
retaining bar with a hole to receive a locking mechanism. Rossi does, not teach an 
internal aperture capable of receiving a locking mechanism and a hole in a retaining bar 
to receive the locking mechanism. Eble and Van Cuyk do not teach an internal aperture 
capable of receiving a lock, and a retaining bar with a hole to receive the lock. Bernier 
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does not teach an immobile retaining bar with a hole to receive a lock to hold a lock bar 
against a king pin.
